TO-DAY SENTENCED TO SIX 
MONTHS’ IMPRISONMENT. BY 
A ECCLESIASTICAL.  TRI- 
BUNAL FOR ASSAULTING A 
VATICAN GENDARME.

its directors and will jasue direc. 
tions to other British banks. 


The present stock of the Banke 


of Mngtand wilt be bought out in 
exchange for three per cent long- 
term Government stock, which will 
Rive the hold@r thd" aime iieome 
as he now receives from the Bank 
of England stock, namely, twelve 
per cent. 

The British Government is pay- 
ing four hundred Sterling long. 
term Government stock for cach 
one hundred Sterling Bank of 
England stock: 

The amount of capital stock of 
the Bank of England is fourteen 
million, five hundred and fifty 
three thousand Sterling and the 
amount of Government stock iasued 
in payment for this will be fifty 
eight) million, two hundred and 
twelve thousand Sterling. 

This first act of nationalisation 
by Britain's’ Luabodr Government 
han fulfilled the best expectations 
in the city of London.

To complete the destruction of 
thin transport the Li Wo, although 
almost blown to pieces by enemy 
cruisers and destroyers, rammed 
her vietim. 

The Commanding Officer then 
gave orders to abandon ship, he 
himself refusing to leave.

THE FOREIGN MINISTER, 
MR. ERNEST’ BEVIN, TOLD 
THE HOUSE OF COMMONS

Warsaw, probably the worst 
rulned big city in the world, i 
worse than Berlin, because she 
suffered not only several waves 
of warfare with the ‘usual 
bombing and artillery fire, but 
also from the barbaric German 
demolition campaign after the 
1945 uprising.

Kramer's face, drawn 
white after his cight 
spell in the box yesterday, flush- 
ed as his black dressed wife 
took oath before going into the 
witness box. She said they had 
married on October 16, 1937, 
and that she and their children 
were his only treasure. 

“T waa present at a conver- 
sation between my husband and 
an official responsible for food 
and my husband said that those 
people —- Belsen interneen — 
didn’t get enough to live. 

Kramer ended his ordeal in 
the witness box shortly after it 
had opened to-day and before 
leaving the box said: “I would 
like the opportunity of thank- 
ing the defending officers for 
what they have done for me and 
others which will enable - the 
court to give ous a fair judy- 
ment,” : 

CANDID DOCTOR 


Following Frau Kramer in 
the witness box was Doctor 
Fritz Klein, camp doctor, who 
explained how he selected peo- 
ple who Inter went to the gun 
chambers at Auschwitz. "I 
was told 
were unfit for work, those who 
were too old or sick, pregnant 
women and children up to the 
age of thirteen. 

“It was’nt ‘a proper examina- 
tioi” Klein said. “You looked 
at a person and asked a few 
uestions, - Some of those unfit 
‘or work I heard were sent, ta 
the gas chamber and executed.” 
' Asked by. the Prosecutor, 
Colonel Backhouse, whether he 
realised that gassing was mur- 
der, he answered without 
hesitation “yes.’’—Reuter,
